Candy for the Children. 


Dates are most wholesome for a 


sweetmeat or for various combina- 
tions in candy. 
The following is 


worth having on hand to supply the 
desire of the young for sweets. 
To 


two cupfuls of date pulp, which has 
been put through the tmest knife of 
the chopper, use two large tablespoon- 
fuls of nut butter, mix thoroughly, 
knead a short lime, then icll out to 
about three-fourths of an inch in 
thickness and cut in cubes. 
Roll in 


oiled paper. This nut and fruit com- 
bination will keep some time. 


Fondant. 


Fondant is the foundation for all 


French candies and is very simple and 
easy to make. 
Use two cupfuls of 


granulated sugaj: to a quarter of a 
cupful of water and a tablespoonful ot 
corn sirup or glucose to keep the 
sirup from graining. Boil until a soft 
ball is formed when dropped in wa- 
ter, then set away to cool until just 
warm, when the .stirring begins. 
Stir 


until -it is white and waxy, then re- 
move to a well-buttered bowl, cover 
with a buttered paper and keep in a 
cool place for a day or two, when it 
, is ready to make up into a thousand 
and one different candies. 


By the addition of a bit of pink 


color and a few drops of oil of win- 
tergreen and melting the mixture over 
hot water, the small winter-green pat- 
ties may be made. Drop the mixture 
by spoonfuls on a buttered sheet and 
allow to stand until hard before re- 
moving. If peppermint is wanted, tint 
with green or flavor without tinting 
and proceed as above. 


A most delicious nougat is made by 


adding' chopped raisins, dates, 
nuts 


and figs, to the nougat, molding in a 
small wafer box. - When it is firm cut 
in slices. Nut brittle of any kind of 
nuts is made by melting granulated 
sugar in a smooth steel frying pan 
until it is light brown, then stir in 
the nuts and pour into a buttered pan. 


Peanut Candy. 


Put two pounds of light brown sugar 


with six ounces or twelve tablespoon- 
fuls of butter into a smooth frying 
pan, 
stir and melt and the first bubble 


is the signal to look at the clock. Let 
it cook, stirring constantly, over a 
moderate heat for eight minutes, then 
pour into a buttered pan well covered 
with peanuts which have been crushed 
with a rolling pin, until they are like 
coarse bread crumbs. 
A cupful of 


shelled peanuts is" sufficient for this 
amount. 


^Nuggets. 


Cook together a cupful each of white 


and brown sugar and a half cupful of 
water to the soft ball stage; add n 
quarter of a teaspoonful of soda, just 
as it is taken off, stir in a half cup- 
ful of nuts and pour over a well-beaten 
egg white, .and beat until firm enough 
to drop by spoonfuls on a buttered 
sheet.

The central idea of the overwhelm­ 
ing majority of these tributes is Lin­ 
coln, the man of the people, the typi­ 
cal American. 
Year after year on 
February 32 and frequently through­ 
out the year we hear this conlident 
summary and without examining it. Is 
this mental inertia or are we uncon­ 
sciously moved by the flattery implicit 
in this idea? An editorial in the New 
Republic suggests the latter. The real 
purpose ot Lincoln-day speakers is not 
»0 much to eulogize Lincoln, this Jour­ 
nal declares, as to flatter tlio audience, 
•‘if Mr. Lincoln was so entirely a man 
of the people, tho people must be very 
like to Lincoln/^ 
View of Great President, 
The reproach has more of justice 
than we iike to think, Tiio orator is 
the courtier of democracy flattering 
the sovereign citizen as grossly as 
ever an emperov was flattered. 
The 
flattery of indirect praise is unusually 


cnergetic manner. 
They were super- 
licial, discursivo, easy-going, quarrel­ 
some. and wholly incapable of prepar­ 
ing in advance for any task or respon­ 
sibility. In all these respects Lincoln 
differed from his fellow countrymen, 
and upon these differences his emi­ 
nence depends. 
He was not particu­ 
larly ambitious, aggressive or practi­ 
cal, In spite of his lively social feel­ 
ings, he lived a contemplative life, in 
which the intellectual interest ob­ 
tained full expression and Avhich at­ 
tained a high degree of intenml con­ 
centration. He fought hard and well, 
but he never quarreled. 
During his 
formative years he quietly but unos­ 
tentatiously prepared himself for great 
enterprises. 
He trained his miiui be­ 
cause ho enjoyed hard intf^llectual ex­ 
ertion. 
His style shaped itself under 
the influence of tho Bible and Shake­ 
speare. 
Thus at a period and in a 
country favorable to tho cheap per­ 
formance and the easy victory. Mr. 
Lincoln tempered his reason and his 
spirit for a great performance and a 
costly victory. 
V/as there anything 
typically American about that?** 
Ideas Worth Consideration. 
This is refreshing variat^’on from

very like our forbears as to just th^ 
defects tho New Republic here pun- 
gently outlines. 
If we thought more 
of Lincoln’s extraordinary disinterest­ 
edness, of his heroic patience, of his 
deeply brooding spirit, and less of 
those qualities with which v/e estab­ 
lish all too readily a rough resem­ 
blance to our daily selves, we might 
get a wholesome and much-ncedcd re­ 
action from our rattling, self-satisfied 
and shallow life without losing our 
sense of his reality as a human being 
having human weaknesses. Especially 
keen is the thrust delivered at our 
tendency to “tho cheap performance 
and the easy victory“ and its contrast 
with Lincoln’s tempting reason and 
spirit “for a great performance and 
a costly victory.*' 
No great victory was ever pur­ 
chased cheaply. 
It has always been 
paid for in long and costly, though 
often unconscious preparation. 
Our 
national optimism, our impatience and 
superllciality obscure that truth. 
As Typical American. 
But, after all, in tho legend we are | 
making of Lincoln as typical Ameri­ 
can thero is an instinct and a truth 
that are not superficial. 
All legend 
making is a profound process of na­ 
tional self-realization, an intuitive in­ 
carnation of national ideals, and in tho 
case of Lincoln it is based upon tho 
sincere, tho religious democracy of 
this great man. The high distinction 
of mind, as shown, for example, in the 
prose of the Gettysburg oration, tho 
moral nobility, tho introspeiJtive aloof­ 
ness whicii were an essential part of 
him, only accentuate for us the warm 
nearness of his nature to the common 
man and the common life. 
Lincoln 
himself held to the mystical concep­ 
tion of democracy which Whitman ex- 
j)ressed in Jiis poetry and v/hieh is the 
dream in the heart of Americanism. 
Tho essential brotherhood of man 
was an intimate and glowing reality to 
Lipcoln, not a lofty absii*action, and 
though wu betray it and misread it we 
must cling to jt if wo are to save the 
national soul. 
Idealizing ourselves through Lincoln 
is more than self-flattery. It is a crude 
but not ignoble effort to express the 
deepest and most pervasive element of 
American idealism.

Since March 1 the hospital 
has dealt with 250 of these unfortu­ 
nates, and, in every case the craving 
for the drug—whether opium, cocaine, 
morphine, heroin or laudanum—was 
checked and broken,

came from dives and from homes; 
they wero of all £.ges, and eighty of 
them were women. But they were all 
successfully treated. 
“Tho habit," said the chief resident 
physician, “can be cured. The process 
is one of giving the victim a backbone. 
But right here is the crux of the whole 
matter—if a man doesn’t v/ant to be 
cured, he can’t be cured." 
It is a great and important message^ 
full of hope to drug victims every­ 
where and to those who. lovo them and 
grieve to see them in the bonds of a 
destructive slavery.—Columbus Dto- 
patch.
